One "hobo" was killed, one badly 
injured and three others are said to 
be buried beneath the wreckage, and 
22 freight cars and their contents 
are piled up in an indiscriminate 
mass, as the result of a very bad 
freight trai;i wreck which occurred 
in the Cincir.nati Southern railroad 
iust .'iouth of McKinney. and at a 
turn north of South Fork about halt 
past two o'clock Monday afternoon. 

Just what caused the wreck has 
not been ascertained as yet and may 
not be fully lealrned for the wreck- 
age is piled almost sky high. The 
train was No. 52 and was lunning 
north at a rapid rate of speed wlien 
the crash came and the heavily lad- 
en cars piled one on top of the other 
in a hurry. Wrecking crews are do- 
ing even.'thing in their power to 
clear up the wreck but traffic will be 
delayed for some time on account 
of it. 

A dead tramp wr- taken from the 
wreckage, and on(' w^-.y Imdly hurt. 
This man said that thee were five 
of his tribe on tho train, beating 
their way north, and the bodies of 
the other three are supnosed to be 
under the wreckage as ihey had not 
been found up to Thursday inomine. 

Most of the cars were loaded with 
lambsr. fruit, and merchandise. There 
were several live stock cars on the 
train but so far as known no live 
stock was killed.

Commission^ of the examination, 
which win be le1d*at Danville, is as 
follows: 

The United State Civil Service 

Commission announces that Satur- 
day. Sept. 9th. an examination will 
be held at Danville, Ky.. as a result 
of which it is expected to mr.ke cer- 
tification to fill a contemplated va- 
cancy in the position of fourth class 
postmaster at Hnstonvilla and other 
vacancies as they may occur at that 
office, unless it shall be decided in 
the interests of the service to fill the 
vacancy by reinstatement. The com- 
pensation of the postmaster at this 
office was $877 for the last fiscal 
year. 

Age limit, 21 years aad over on 
the date of the examination, with

Socialists of Eighth District Nomi- 
nate Former Stanford Man. 



The Socialists of the Eighth Con- 
gressional District have nominated 
D. W. Vandeveer, of Richmond, Ky., 

as their nominee for congn^ess. This 
annouiKomtnt will be received with 
much iiiurest here where Mr. Vande- 
veer was liorn and reared, and has a 
host of friends. He is a son of Mr. 
M. O. Vandeveer, of this city. The 
Socialist party will poll a much larg- 
er vote in Lincoln county at the com- 
ing election than ever before, and its 
ardent workers are very enthusiastic. 
A local has ueen organized at Row- 
land, and already 54 mem!'e:s have 
been enrolled, and headed t y Thomas 
Ashlock are doing much work for 
their party.

This 
will in no way interfere with the far- 
mer, except where the farmer may 
be a trust magnate but will bring 
about a greater prosperity, just as 
the parcel post as has been advan- 
tag^vs to the rural districts, for the 
farmers and working people in gen- 
eral. We are for the abolition of 
child labor, and for compulsory edu- 
cation and we demand an eight hour 
work day, but these demands are only 
a part of the program whose ulti- 
mate goal is the Co-operative Com- 
monwealth and the establishment of 
the brotherhood of man." 

The definition of Socialism as giv. 
en by the American Year Book Cy- 
clopedia and Atlas is as follows: No 
word hasbeen more abused and mis- 
understood thr.n the word "Socialist." 
The Socialist is not an anarchist; the 
two are opposed in theory and prac- 
tise. The Socialist does not propose 
to destroy the fsanily, aboliah relig- 
ion or divide up propoty nor does 
^eek to carry out his ideas by riot 
and bloodshed. In a single phrase. 
Socialism means means public own- 
ership of the means of production 
and working class control of the gov- 
i ernment, a chance to work for all 
who will, and to all workers the full 
value of their product. The typical 
Socialist is a rather quiet and 
thoughtful working ma.n, serene in 
time of trouble and self-contained in 
the day of victory. He realizes that 
the world will move on very well af- 
ter he- is dead, but remembers that 
while he lives it is his business to 
help the world move. He considers 
himself an ally of eternal laws of 
nature and is proud to do hia little 
part in the great cause.

The waters used by Mrs. A. P. 
Kur.". in her boarding hou *• ^vore 
collected by Drs. W. B. O'Bannon 
and J. G. Carpenter, members of 
the Lincoln County Board of Health, 
in utensils or containers and sent 
the Health Officer by the Kentuckv 
State Board of Health under its speci- 
al written directions to collect said 
waters. The containers were filled 
and locked by us and key scut to 
the Bacterological Department bv 
mail. No typhoid baccilli were pres- 
ent. The doctors, madaman rumor 
and members of Hie Ananias Club 
are mistaken about the origin of 
recent cases of typhoid being at 
M -s. Hunn's. Her place has been in- 
sr.ecteu by the Board of Health and 
sh? has used precautiona to. keep 
her place sanitary. 

Typhoid fever exists at present 
in many Kentucky towns and coun- 
ties in Kentucky. Simple continued 
fever; para-typhoid; worm fever; 
the fever of auto-intoxication; mania 
a nortu with congestion of the liver, 
kidneys and stomach and matrimon- 
ial fever and lomittcnt fever, often 
resemble typhoid and the differen- 
tial diagnosis very often or most 
often can not be made by the prac- 
tician of typhoid fever for a week 
or ten days. Many physicians diag- 
nose about every case of fever "ty- 
phoid" even if only lasts one week 
or two weeks. Typhoid fever is a 
specific disease, due to a specific 
bacillus of which only produces ty- 
phoid fever. Typhoid fever at the 
shortest period means six weeks or 
longer in bed with nnmerons compli- 
cations and sequellae, and it takes 
months and a years or more, to re- 
cover from typhoid fever and its 
comr lications. 

The soil often contains virulent 
typhoid gei-ms six months or longer; 
people who have bad typhoid fever 
though will becmne the carriers of 
typhoid fevers grerms, and can con- 
vey the disease to other people. Wa- 
ter used at soft drink houses, restau- 
rants, that are used in lemonade, 
sherbert and milk from some dairy or 
farm hou.se where the spring or well 
is Doisoned with typhoid germs and 
milk nten^ washed in typhoid wa- 
ter can convey , typhoid germs to 
those who use the milk. 

Flies are the most potent factor.^; 
in conveying typhoid fever and all 
other contagions diseases. Catdi aad 
kill the flies. 

Everybody under sixty years of 
ae-e should be vaccinated with anti- 
typhoid serum or bacterius once a 
year. Do away with serines and wells; 
catch and kill all the flies; destroy 
bv chemicals; boiling water; or fire 
all typhoid discharcres from the bow- 
els and kidnevs; build a Kentucky 
t?te Board of Health concrete under- 
ground' sanitary vault for your 
privies and sewerage, fly-proof and 
use the individual drinking cup 
every day even at the Communion 
Table. Scald or peal all fruits and 
vegatables, then typhoid fever will 
be a disease of the past and not of 
the present and future. 67 — ^It.
